Great calamities invariably prove the means of 
revealing that which is best and worst in human 
nature. Some of the most remarkable pictures In 
the world are those that portray the triumph of 
flesh and blood over its own dictates, and the al- 
most divine quality of the individual manifested in 
its seeming contempt for its own safety and finding 
its supreme satisfaction in contributing to the 
safety of others — especially if they be weaker, as 
women and children. 

Perhaps no people as a nation have treasured up 
In the imperishable archives of a grateful memory 
Euc-h a list of heroic deeds as the British. What 
country can boast such deeds, and such a category 

and merchant marine service of England? We have 
it on good authority that the Emperor of Germany 
had a reproduction of the renowned picture "The 
Wreck of the Birkenhead," posted In each barracks 
in his great domain, as an expression of the triumph 
of courage, discipline, and duty in the face^jf death 
itself. The story may be worth repeating. The 
troopship " Birkenhead " was wrecked half a cen- 
tury ago off the coast of Africa, A number of the 
men had their wives and children with them. When 
the vessel struck, and the dreadful impending issue 
was but too quickly learned, the drnms beat to 
quarters. The men, led by their officers, were 
mustered in inspection order, and while the boats 
were lowered, and the women and children — a few 
of whom were the sole survivors of that dreadful 
tragedy — were rescued, the ship quickly settled, and 
those brave fellows looked death in the face — not a 
man moved from his place — and went down as a 
solid phalanx as if meeting a visible rather than an 
invisible foe. We could cite many such cases 
were it required, but this will serve our purpose. 

A recent sea disaster has served to bring out the 
opposite quality, though we would not apply the 
accusation to the nation represented by the Captain 
of the unfortunate vessel. One of the daily papers 
comments upon t:e incident as follows: 

The official enquiry made by the naval authorities 
into the wreck of the Sirio seriously inculpates tie 
caitain and crew of the steamer of saving them- 
selves first, abandoning the vessel and causins a 
panic. The inquiry is expected to lead to severe 
action on the pan of the authorities against those 
who were responsible for the disaster. 

The Austrian Consul at Rio de Janeiro jumped 
into the sea, wearing a life belt. He theu noticed a 
woman and uliild near him on the point of going 
down. He gave up his belt to them and tried to 
swim ashore. He was almost exhausted when re3* 
cued by a- fishing essel. 

Ine story of me Sirlo disaster shows human 
nature at its best and worst, as usual, in these 
terrible calamities of the sea. There were scenes 
of cruelty and cowardice that disgrace manhood, 
and there were acts of heroism worthy of a.uy poet's 
pen Unfortunately the captain :ust his presence 
of mind, if he was not actually guilty of cowardice, 
and to this must be attributed much of the un- 
worthier aspect of the wild struggle for life that 
ensued. 

The Italian emigrants, with knives in their hands, 
and without regard for women or children, fought 



with the greatest brutality for the possession of 
lifeboats and life buoys. Many were killed or 
wounded, including several members of the crew 
who were attacked by emigrants. 

A fleet of trawlers providentially happened to be 
only about one hundred yards away when the Sirlo 
struck. Notwithstanding the gTeat danger, the 
skippers of these boats came at once to the rescue, 
thereby jeopardizing the safety of their own vessels. 
The survivors of the Sirlo unite In praising the 
conduct of the eaptnlns of the trawlers Joven 
Miguel and Vlncenta Llicano. The former steamed 1 
close to the side of the sinking ship and took off 
three hundred persons. The crew of the trawler 
endeavored to sheer off. fearing that their boat 
would be sunk, w r hereupon the captain drew his 
revolver, leveled it at h\= niea s,ni shouted; "As 
long as it is possible to take off another passenger 
we will not move." 

Reports continue to arrive here of the terrible 
scenes attending the wreck on Saturday evening, 
off Hormigas Island, not far from Cape Palos, of 
the Italian steamer Sirio, resulting In the loss of 
over 300 live;. The drowning of the Bishop of Sao 
Paolo, Brazil, is now attrlhuted to the action of 
an Argentine passenger, who forcibly took from 
the Bishop a life belt with which the latter had 
provided himself. 

While the Captain and crew of the Ill-fated ship 
are chargeable to ahout the most dreadful accusa- 
tion that can confront an individual. It i3 only just 
to say that it was a countryman of his that com- 
manded the Ashing vessel which rescued several 
who were struggling in the sea. He did it at his own 
peril, and some of his crew were beginning to get 
the vessel away, when he drew his revolver, threat- 
ening to shoot the first man-that shirked his duty. 

It is, perhaps, unnecessary to demonstrate the 
lesson to those who enjoy great privileges, nnd 
therefore assume great responsibilities, for one 
measures with the other. Whose responsibilities 
can be greater than those to whom Christ has 
entrusted the care, and very largely the eternal 
destiny, of precious souls? Officers, and even sol- 
diers, of the Army, among others, are thus respon- 
sible for the souls that come within the Influence 
of their lives. There will be times and circum- 
stances in which the heroic will have to manifest 
itself if you are going to do your duty. It may be 
in some secret act of self-denial or self-ahnegation 
by which the test may come, and the result will 
demonstrate whether the quality of true courage 
has its plaee in your character, or wiit-iher selfish- 
ness has robbed you of tils quality, nnd the fruits of 
cowardice — manifesting Itself In indlffereuce, dodg- 
ing that which you know you should do, shirking 
your duty, getting huffed and leaving Jesus and 
your officers and comrades to make up your loss, 
and other characteristics that may be mentioned — 
are apparent in your life. I repeat the test will 
come to every true soldier of the cross, and tile 
outcome will be declared not only by your conduct 
on earth, but by the reward of that great day, and 
by — oh, think of it! — the testimony of the preeious 
souls who were influenced — for good or for bad — 
through your conduct. Shall their testimony de-* 
clare YOU a hero?

Its History- and MaiMifacSsire. 

The Story of a Dangerous Industrly— And How it 
Became Remunerative. 

A year or two ago there were in Cornwall, in 
the very centres of districts which travelers visit 
for i~4 sake or their rustic beauty, places which 
were the most desolate to leak at that one could 
imagine or ever dream a'. It was as if here and 
there gigantic moles had wantonly devastated the 
s;c;iJng champaign. In the midst of the finest fields 
cue came sudden!? (says a marunTi^ ^^rer) c^ ^.r- 
area o: desolation, with upheaval of huge mounds 
of earth, of monstrous barrows of stones. Dotted 
abont and around- were cottages and the larger 
buildings from wh*jh in former days, it is evident, 
these operations were directed. 

Ail around these monstrous rjhbisa-heaps was 
silence. The cottager were deserted, the buildings. 
had fallen in. The rooks had huilt their nests in 
the tali chimneys. Nobody ever came near these 
d^c.-tel mines, for. though there was still abund- 
ance of mineral wealth in many of tirom, the free- 
men c* Corawan could not compete with the slaves 
of tie Straits Settlements, and the Phoenicians 
went elsewhere for their tin. 

Of laie. however, there has been a change. These 
places are no longer given over to siieao.. A busy 
stir is there. On' the mounds have appeared met 
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wanfes, -and children, peering, ■ groping, picking, 
piling -dp. To look at :nera one would say: Glean- 
ers r at worli. That is what they are. These men' 
am3~women"and children are gleaning. Not, indeed, 
■for ; She yellow ears w:-|p>, give Dread, tut for the 
white stories which giv? uoison. 

They are- searching tt e burrows for white mundlo, 
■ftiuch the technics! me i call mineral mi»piefcci or 
1 arsenical pyrites. Formerly this went to the rub- 
bish- lieap, and where retention was paid to it, it 
was 5 only as a sign of tt ■? ore which was to be fonnd 
lower -down. These gltiners, in fact, are gleaning 
for ; pcison; they are in search' of arsenic, the wick- 
edest and most infamous of mineral poisons. 

Arsenic has- always "been the favorite poison of 
the Murderer. It mixes readily with food — unlike 
m&sy other poisons, it has no odor, and no taste 
beyond a sweetish savor, which is pleasant rather 
than 'disagreeable. That it is insoluble, that it can 
neter be eliminated from the body, and that its 
traces are as risible, as a cause of dsatfc. to tfce- 
praerltioner as wonld be a stab with a knife, -re 
circumstances which, f-jrtnnate for the ends of 
justice. "Messieurs' les Assassins"*- have over- 
looted. 

To tie chemist, however, to the industrial, to the 
huabaniJiriaii. the word- has a happier sound. In the 
bands of Fowler the thing became* medicine which 
hae •Restored' vigor to the blood and color to the 
cheeSs to thousands o; green-sick sufferers. Its 
otiief uses are maiiy. It is the aetive principle in 
sfceeji-dip. ' Ccoper, the famous' -sheep-dip masu- 
fae'tbrer, is the largest consumer of arsenic In the 
worK. ana uses oyer a thousand tons -a year ■; 

To sheep-infecting' vermin Cornwall and ' Devon 
oWe* great "dabt, and the lord's of the manor, ad- 
vent-rpTj- and tributcrs alike, bad reason to bless 
what elsewhere met with anathema. The Colorado 
beetle gave to arsenic, which till then had been 
considered rather a troublesome refuse, a hig com- 
mercial value, and ft was ; at that time that, now 
about Sfteefl years ago. the frst arsenic works were 
erected. This-was in the-Calstock district In Devon- 
shire, where the various mines — namely D=v_on 

.. <Jreat Consols, Ttplmbnsh, Okcl Tor, Cooliibe worKS, 
Ga.w ton ana- Westlake^— until recently have been- 
producing about sis hundred toas' ; oT arsenic- a 
month.

tons in lieu of a hundred tons, and Coombe about 
thirty tons instead of the same quantity. This fail- 
ure oi what was the main supply of arsenic in the 
world has had a double effect. It has greatly raised 
the price of the mineral and it has set people all 
over Cornwall hunting for the precioss mundic, 
whilst at the tin mines the calcining ot the ores 
now serves two excellent purposes instead "of one. ' 

England, however, has practically the world's 
monopoly of arsenic, and ■ when 1 say England. I 
mean Devon and Cornwall. If Africa can boast a 
Diamond King. England has the Arsenic King, for 
there lives in Cornwall "a gentleman, representing 
a company of maaofactarers, who. at Umfe;~has 
all the arsenic in the world, or sicst of it, in -Ma 
hands. Not many months ago this gentleman held- 
£60,000 worth cf the crystalline =*'j5L 

wnat is arsenic? Arssnic is soot — white ssot. 
Refined arsenic is the soot of soot— that is to say, 
it is the soot of crude arsenic — which is the soot" 
cf the ores or of mundic. The stones, or orc3, as- 
they come from the mines are crashed by' stamps.-" " 
mainly driven by water-power, to the consistence^ ' 
sand "or gravel. Muaefc- is GsaMy lesS-anely— 
crushed than the ores, which are to be freated for- 
tin. This sand or gravel is then shovelled into a- 

In some of these kilns 'the bottom revolves v«ry 
slawly, by water-power, between two coal fires', so " 
that each part or the mass Is in tnm subjected to ' 
the same degree of roasting. These Uilns are known 
as the Brunton Calciners. The bottoms. Or beds'. 
which are convex ana circular, measure fifteen cr 
sixteen feet in diameter, and revolve from Bre u 
ten revelations an hour. In the roof cf Ihefurnace 
are Used "flakes, - * or cast-iron plates at an angie 
of abemt forty-Sve degrees, which plough the ore 
outwards as -it is brought against them '-"by" the 
revolution of the bed. In this way -every part of 
the mass is equally roasted. These calctners can 
deal with from fonr to five tons of ore every twenty- 
four hoar?, at a cost of from one and a half to twa 
hundredweight of coal, and two shillings for labor 
for every ton of ore treated. 

The mana'actore of the poison is terrible in its 
simplicity. One wet afternoon 1 had taken refnge- 
in a Cornish cottage, where 1 fell in with a gentle- 
man who is largely interested in this industry, and" 
who gave me the idea of writing this article. 

- It is the simpHst thing in the world," he said. 
" Look, here is a piece of arsenical stone," and he 
produced a glittering pebble. " Well, with nothing 
but that stone, the kitchen fire, and that shovel 
there. 1 can produce enousht arsenic to Mil every 
man. womas. and child In this cottage in a few 
minntes." 

So he put his piece of white mundic in the'Hre, 
and heU the sbovel over it. so That the fumes should 
strike it as they rose, and there, true enough, after * 
a few minutes, was a deposit which, when scraped: 
came away in the form of greyish powder. " That's 
arsenic." he said. " 'Wcnld you like to "taste it?" 

Arseafc, then. Is the soot which is deposited by 
the fames which rise from the roasting of arsenical 
ores, ir these fumes, were allowefl to escape -up a 
long chimney direct from the fumaee, that chimscy 
woutd soon hecome" choked with " the white soot; 
but much wonld escape with the rest, and "wrgaV 
devastation abroad. Arsenic fumes' are- "very "flaa-^ 
serous to vegetatfon as well as to life, and accord- - 
Ingly. even when this soot had little or no commar- 
cial'value, care was taken by the "manufacturers to 
avoid the penaltfes of the Alkali and other Acts, to 
allow as little arsenic as possible to escape with the" 
• smoke from their furnaces.
